Poultry, Pork Yield Fo 


Need for increased produc- 
tion of many farm commodities, 
principally dairy products, poul- 
try products. and pork, was 
Stressed Wednesday by L. R. 
Enzler, chairman of the El Do- 
rado County USDA Defense 
Board, upon his return from a 
two-day meeting of California 
farm leaders in Berkeley, at 
which county production goals 
were established in the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture’s “Food-for-Freedom” cam- 
paign. 

El Dorado County goals in the 
1942 program call for an in- 
crease of 3 per cent in cows, 4 
per cent in milk, 15 per cent in 

gs, hogs 6 per cent for slaugh- 
ter, and 12 per cent in number 
of head. 

Every farmer in the county 
will be contacted between now 
and November 15 and given an 
opportunity to cooperate with 
the food production program, 
Enzler said. Those who wish to 
cooperate will be assisted in 
drawing up farm plans that will

aid them in the pro-, 
duction goals for El Dorado 
County. 

To insure that a iair market 
price can be obtained for the ad- 
ditional foodstuffs produced, 
Enzler pointed out, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard has pro- 
claimed that during 1942 he will, 
within the funds at his com- 
mand, support a price of not 
less than 85 per cent of parity 
for hogs, eggs, evaporated milk, 
dry skim milk, cheese, and 
chickens. The secretary is also 
authorized to extend this pro- 
tection to other commodities if 
the need arises.
